_WHY ¥ORMER ‘TRIPS FAILED. 
“There! are several valid reasons’ 
why Sunday steamer trips round 
the island’ could never become a 
live proposition,” said Mr. J- 
Amold, Secretary. of the Hong« 
kong, Canton and Macao Steam 
boat Company Ltd., when scen by 
a, China Mail representative this 
rtorning. “In 1906, this company 
gave the scheme a trial. On the 
first trip the vessel left on the Sun~ 
day afternoon, the fare being $2.00. 
We carried 20 foreign passengers, 
most of whom soon became sea~ 
sick, The following Sunday, only 
three foreigners booked passages, 
so we. returned the money and 
cancelled the sailing. One cannot 
rely on patronage from the Chin« 
ese as they seldom travel except 
on business. 3 
Tho. reporter enquired whether 
any other local shipping companies 
had made. attempts to popularize 
such Sunday afternoon trips. 
. “Yes.” replicd Mr. Amold, “a 
Chinese company, running vessels 
up the West River, organized 2 
pleasure cruise to Gin Drinkers? 
Bay and other popular picnic re- 
sorts ata dollar a head, but after 
one or two-trips the scheme had to. 
be abandoned as it did not pay.” 
Asked why public support was 
not forthcoming, Mr, Arnold point= 
ed out that a cruise round the 
island in a small river-boat, draw- 


| ing only about nine feetand carry- 


ing so-cargo is no pleasure in 
rough weather as the vessel is 
tossed about like a cork if there 
is anything like 2 sea running 
outside. 


NAVIGATION NOT BASY. 


Mr. Arnold continued: It must 
be remembered that our vessels 
come under the Piracy Prevention 
Ordinance and the searching of 
passengers would neither con- 


‘\ tribute’ to: their enjoyment nor 


would. the extra work be welcomed 


by the Police. Trips round the| 


island would also entail a special 
pilot being carried as the naviga- 
tion is véry tricky, 

Some years ago it was suggested 
by the management of the Hong: 
kong Hotel that this’ company: 
should run a Sunday steamer to 
Repulse Bay, returning at night. 
The navigation there and back 
presents -no difficulties, but 
there. is no safe anchorage 
and steamers have to lie Ws 
mile off the shore, neccssitat- 
jing the use of boats for ‘the 
transport of passengers, 50 Wwe 


~ |tumed the offer down. + 


In pre-war days our company 
used to run cheap Sunday cruises 
to Macaé and back. In those days 
we hired regimental bands to play 
during the trip. We are still run- 
ning a steamer to Macao and back
